THE NEW ATTORNEY-GENERAL’ 


The Ceremony of His Presentation to the 
Supreme Court, 

Waszrineton, March 9.—The supreme court 
met to-day. A large crowd was in attendance 
to witness the presentation to the court of the 
new attorney-general by the retiring head of 
the department of justice. Attorney-General 
Garland and ex-Attorney-General Brewster 
sat together at the bar of the court, and the 
enclosed part of the courtroom reserved for 
ettorneys in preectibe before the court, was 
crowded with lawyers of prominence, among 
whom were General Benjamin F. Butler and 
several of Mr. Garland’s late colleagues 
in the senate. When the members of the 
court hed taken their seats, Mr. Brewster arose 
and asked permission ofthe court to present 
his successor, Hon. A. H. Garland. 

The new attorney-general bowed to 
court as the presentation was made. 

Mr. brewster, then addressing the court, 
said thet he desired to make a grateful ac- 
knowledgment of the court’s unceasing kind- 
ness to him. 

Attorney General Garland acknowledged 
the kindness of Mr. Brewster in presenting 
him to the court, and addressing the members 
of the court, said: 

‘‘T shall attempt, with every possible exer- 
tion in my power in the discharge of my du- 
ties before the court so to demean myself as to 
merit your respect and entire confidence.” 

The chief justice then directed the clerk of 
the court to enter the commission of the attor- 
ney general upon record, and turning to 
Mr. brewster, said: 

“The court will be glad to eee the ex-attor- 
ney general before its bar.”’ 

This ended the ceremony, and the court 
proceeded with the routine business.

PirtsnurG, March 9.—The indications ot a 
good spring trade among the iron firms of this 
city are more faf§rable.

Other 
firms report their orders to be increasing, The 
Elba iron, and bolt works will start up ina 
few days. 


The Calumet Works to Resume, 

Cuicaco, March 9.—The strike at the Cal- 
umet iron and steelcompany mills has been 
amicably arranged, and in a few days, as soon 
as the necessary details about the mill can be 
arranged, men numbering 700 or 800 will re- 
sume work. The discharged employes, be- 
cause af whom the strike originated, will not 
be reinstated. 


A Big Coal Miners’ Strike, 
PittspurG, Pa.. March 9.—The coal miners’ 
strike, which was inaugurated to-day, prom- 
ises to be the greatest war for wages ever 
fought by the colliers of this district. Of the 


twelve thousand miners in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, it is estimated that seven-eighths are out 
to-day forthe 3 cent rate. The river and 
railroad miners have joined hands, and it is 
confidently asserted by leaders of the move- 
ment tbat the demand will be almost unani- 
mcus to-morrow. : 


A Big Strike Impending. 

Lonpoy, March 9.—The sfrike of thirty 
thousand miners against a reduction of ten per 
cent in weges is impending in Rotherham. If, 
as is expected, the South Stafford miners join 
the strike, the total number of miners idle will 
be fitty-five thousand. 


Bread Riot Suppressed in Cracow. 

Warsaw, March 9.—A bread riot was sup- 
pressed by the police at Cracow to-day. A 
great number of poor and unemployed work- 
ingmen gathered in front of a rich man’s cas- 
tle, in a suburb of Cracow, and made a great 
disturbance, demanding work or bread. The 
police were sent for, and came in numbers 
sulicient to surround the assemblage of work- 
ingmen. The latter submitted without resist- 
ance to the dispersal, but one hundred of the 
more conspicuvus of them were arrested and 
lodged in jail. 

The Wheeling Glass Workers, 

Wuee.inc, W. Va., March 9.—The glass- 
workers’ strike, which resulted in the closing 
down of eight flint-glass factories over the 
river of Bellaire, Martin’s Ferry and Bridge- 
port, Ohio, last December, is at anend. The 
operators have had a conference with the men, 
and informed:them that if they will goto 
work until next June, at the rates prevailing 
when the strike occurred, and endeavor to 
secure an arrangement such as the manufac- 
turers contemplated, whereby wages will be 
paid by the piece, works will start up as soon 
as fires can be lighted. The men have accep- 
ted the offer,

She was to 
have been married two years ago, but just be- 
fore the wedding Adolph Gantzberg was draft- 
ed into the Prussian army, and had to do the 
three years’ service which is required of 
al) the young men. He was stationed 
in a fortress in Schleswig-Holstein. 
The young eoldier deserted and came to this 
country, where he secured a good situation and 
from time totime sent his betrothed small 
sums of money to pay her passage to this 
country. While the last installment of the 
money was on its way across the Atlantic, 
Gantzberg became sick, and one night, bedrage 
gled and weary, he entered Buge’s cottage, in 
North Bergen, the old farmer having come 
from the same town. The young man did not 
recain consciousness, and three days after- 
wards he died.

A Steubenville Hotel in Fiames, Resultiag 
in Tragic Deaths.

WILL RUSSIA FIGHT ? 


THE AFGHAN TROUBLE A SOURCE 
OF GREAT UNEASINESSs, 


The English Troops at Suakim—Tearing Down the 
English Flagin Africa—The French Trouble 
in Fonquin—A Desperate Fight With a 
Lion in a Cage—Old World Dots, 


Loxpor, March 9.—The Afghan frontier 
question is the principal topic of discussion in 
India, but no anxiety is expressed as to the 
result. All classes are satisfied with the de- 
termined attitude of the English cabinet, and 
there is a remarkable and _reas- 
suring display of loyalty throughout. 

The Russian artistic club, in Paris, gave a 
concert last evening, which was largely at- 
tended by the Russian residents of Paris. The 
relations between Great Britain and Russia 
were the subject of animated discussion. A 
majority of those present, expressed delight at 


the diminished tension between the two coun- 
tries. The trouble, in their opinion, was due 
tothe Russian military party. The general 
mere was that war might be averted. 

_ The reported project tosend a Russian army 
from Baku to the Afghan frontier, was grossly 
exaggerated, as to the size of the army. The 
number proposed is not 35,000 men, but 3,500. 

Late sdvices show that there can be no 
doubt that Russia is rapidly concentrating 
troops ig central Asia. An active dislocation 
or breaking up of the smaller scattered and 
unimportont military posts is progressing. 
Additional guns and men are being sent to the 
central Asian batteries, and the troops are 
moving in from the Caucasus, 

Sir Peter Lumsden, British commissioner of 
the Afghan question, and his surveying party, 
have encamped at Zurabad, on Persian terri- 
tory. Sir Peter has sent to Meshed, the capi- 
tal of Khorassan, for a large amount of gup- 
plies. Several members of his commission 
have taken quarters in Meshed. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Times says 
the Russian government has sent an official 
offer to England to withdraw the Russian 
forces from the hills bordering on Herat, but 
states that it will not retire the troops from the 
positions oceupied at Heri-Rud or Penjdeh, 
which Russia claims are essential to her 
effectual hold on the Turkomans. 

The active scattering of the troops which 
have been concentrated in Central Asia, is 
taking place. It 1s reported that the troops 
are moving from the Caucasus. 

M. Lessar has been instructed to remain in 
London another week. Sir Peter Lumsden 
has been instructed to withdraw the Afghan 
forees from Penjdeh. M. de Giers, Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, has offered to with- 
draw the Russian troops from Zulficar and 
Akrobat during the deliberations of the fron- 
lier commission, provided Earl Granville a2- 
cepts the principles of delimitation proposed 
through M, Lessar, which will virtually be a 
concession of the Russian requirements de- 
tailed in the recent St, Petersburg dispatch to 
the Times. It is probable that these proposals 
will be accepted. 

The Soudan War. 

Loxrpox, March 9.—The plan adopted for the 
defense of the Suakim is as follows: The In- 
dian contingent willencamp on the right of 
the town and the guards on the left, while a 
semi-circle of redoubts 400 yards apart will 
be formed 1,800 yards from the inner line of 
the defenses, connecting with the latter. _The 
weiter supply is abundant. Osuian Digna has 
sent a Jetter to the British generalin com- 
mand at this place, recounting the Arab suc- 
cesses, announcing, that the fali of Kassala 
i¢ imminent,and warning the English that 
they will be defeated and driven into the sea 
if they venture outside the city. Osman has 
aleo senta letter to the chiefor the friendly 
tribe of Amarars, who is now in Suakim, 
threatening him with death unless he rejoins 
ihe mahdi’s army, and telling him that the 
British are doomed, as 7,000 Dervishes have 
arrived,to reintorce his(Osman’s) army. There 
is a constant stream of transport steamers ar- 
riving in Suakim. 

A dispatch from Korti says the rear guard 
of General Redvers Buller’s troops has arrived 
at Korti from Gakdul in a terrible fagged con- 
dition. 

General Sir Evelyn Wood, having ordered 
the complete evacuation of Gakdul Wells by 
March 4, Lord Charles Beresford with his na- 
val brigade has arrived here. 
Lord Charles reports that he 
heard en route thatthe Iassanigeh tribe of 
hostile Arabs had arranged to harass the Brit- 
igh during their retreat. 

The mudier of Dongola, has started for 
Merawi to inspire by his presence, confidence 
in the native troops there. 

General Brackenbur has arrived at Korti. 
He reports that the natives all along the Nile 
so far as he has gone, willingly supplies the 
British army with provisions. 

General Graham, in command of the Suakim 
expedition, started for that place to-day. 

General Wolseley to-day made a general 
review of the Nile expeditionary force now 
reunited at Korti, including the troops of 
Generals Brackenburg and Buller, the naval 
brigade commanded by Lord Charles Beres- 
ford,and the Canadian voyageurs under Colenel 
Dennison. General Wolseley complimented 
the troops for the heroism and fortitude with 
which they had faced the perils and hardships 
of the campaign, and especially thanked the 
voyageurs for their services in facilitating the 
advance of General Earle’s force toward Abu 
Hamed. He presented his own silver 
cigarette case to Engineer Benbow, of the 
naval brigade, as a tribute of admiration of 
the blue jackets’ bravery in repairing, under 
heavy fire, the steamer with which Lord 
Charles Beresford rescued Sir Charles Wilson 
and his party after they had been wrecked on 
the island in the Nile while returning from 
Khartoum. The naval brigade in the Soudan 
is to be greatly augmented before the resump- 
tion of active operations next autumn. 


The English War Expenses. 

Loxpon, March 9.—In the house of com- 
mons the marquis of Hartington, secretary of 
state for war, said there was reason to believe 
that the cost of the Nile expedition would be 
covered by the sums of money already voted, 
namely £100,000 and £300,000. The increase 
in the army, he said, would probably be 15,000 


men. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, stated that the government 
does not regard north Borneo as under the 
sovereignty of Great Britain. 

In the house of commons to-night, the mar- 
quis of Hartington, in moving the vote of 3,000 
additional men tor the army, explained that 
the cost of the autumn expedition to Khartoum 
will be included in the expenses of the next 
financial year, and would require another 
credit. Before leaving the subject he wished 
to express the gratitude of parliament and the 
country for the services already rendered by 
General Wolseley and his troops. Continuing, 
he raid that General Graham's 
force would disperse the rebels, 
occupy Osman Digna’s position and prevent 
the hole from again concentrating. General 
Graham would then open a route to Berber as 
far as possible. If he reached Berber in time 
he would co-operate with Wolseley in his ad- 
vanceon Khartoum. The Suakim railway, 
Hartington said, would bea purely military 
structure, but would doubt'ess eventually lead 
to the establishment of a permanent line. 
The government, he said, was making ar- 
rapgements for short lines of railway and 
tremway in order to avoid the Nile cataracts, 
also for light draught steamers, the cost of 
which would be included in next year’s ex- 
yenses ‘The motion was carried bya vote of 

8 to 21.

Paris, March 9 —The = lionesss i 
Winter cireus here attacked Edward Williame, 
the lion tamer, while he was putting her 
through the regular performance in the 
last night. The scene at once threw the vast 
audience into horror, and for awhile the peopis 
were spell bound. Williams made a most 
desperate struggle, and the fight between him 
and the enraged beast lasted for some minutes, 
during which he was terribly 
lacerated, the lioness bounding about the cage, 
howling with rage. The circus attendants, 
who ran to Williams’s assistance with iron 
bars and prongs, while they succeeded in sav- 
ing his lite, goaded the lioness to such ferocity 
that her actions threw the spectators into « 
panic end they rushed pell-mel! from the 
place, the men crushing the women and 
children down, and in many cases 
passing over them. During all 
this excitement the lion tamer 
preserved his self control and gradually 
neared the gate of the cage, his person tora 
sud mangled and bleeding from innumerable 
wounds, At a favorable moment the door 
was opened and Williams quickly stepped 
out and the lion sprung after him. The moment 
he touched ground he sank down from ex: 
baustion into a prolonged swoon. He had to 
be removed to the hospital, where his injuries 
were pronounced very serious. 


The Cerman Colenies in Africa,

Loxpon, March 9.—The government, in the 
blue book on the British mail service, states 
that attempts to secure faster service between 
Great Britain and America, by way of Queens- 
town, have resulted unsatisfactorily, and that 
the existing mail contracts for Atlantic service 
bave been continued one year. In the house 
of commons this afternoon, during the debate 
on the question of more rapid despatch of 
mails to America, Shaw Lefevre, postmaster 
general, said he was willing that a select com- 
mittee should be appointed to consider the 
matter. 

In the house of commons this evening, Mr. 
Shaw Lefevre, postmaster general, s eaking 
about the mail service blue book, said that his 
predecessor, Mr.*Fawceett, had been very anx- 
ious to arrange a faster mail service across the 
Atlantic. His plan was to follow the method 
adopted by the United States and give con- 
tracts for carrying the British mails to the 
fastest steamers, but he found great difficulty 
in securiog changes in contracts. Mr. Lefevre 
advised the house to appoint a special commit- 
tee to inquire into and report upon the waole 
eubject. 


The French in Tonquin, 

Paris, March 9.—General Briere de L’Isle, 
commander of the French forces in Tonquin, 
telegraphs the war office that his loss during 
the two days fighting, to relieve the beleag- 
uered French garrison at Thuyenquan, was 
66 killed and 133 wounded. The garrison 
itself lost 50 killed and 33 wounded during the 
seven assaults upon the town by the Chinese 
troops. Thirty officers are among the killed 
on the French side. 


The Irish Factions in Paris, 

Paris, March 9.—It is alleged that the re- 
ported split in the ranks of the Irish revolu- 
tionist party, between the Flaunery and the 
Ressa factions, had its origin in a dispute 
about money. The Flannery party insist that 
they shall a8, the disbursement of all the 
European collections without any reference to 
America, while the Rossa following take the 
ground that all donations to the cause should 
go into one fund. 


Nihilists Spotted in Russia,

The arsenal will, it is said, be hard pushed to 
fi]l its commissions for the Soudan campaiga, 
end it is feared that a breakdown will ensue if 
orders are added for Afghanistan.

Some of the Fine Breeders in the Clarke 
Cousty Herd, 

ATRENS, Ga., March 9. =[Spectal.|—Just outsicte 
of the limits of the city of Athens is located the fa- 
mous Holly Dale herd of Jersey cattle,the property 
of Messrs. Hunnicutt & Yancey. This herd, in its 
entirety, is probably without an equal in the 
southern states, andin it are a few individuals 
that acknowledge no superiors in America.

‘With the exception of the New York Tri-

AN INSTANCE ILLUSTRATIVE OF 
NEGRO SUPERSTITION. 


A Fewale Dentist Occasions Excitemen* Among the 
Negroesof Macon—Evenis of the Day in the 
Central City—Numerous News Notes— 
Personal and General Mention. 


Macon, Ga., March 9.—[{Special.]—The biggest 
sensation in Mecon just now is a female dentist, a 
French woman who came here about ten days 
aco. She claims to pull teeth without pain to the 
patient, and says that she sells a medicine that 
will cure paralysis and almost every other disease 
that flesh is heir to. The scene of her operations 
isen Third street, near Cherry. Every afternoon 
about 3 o’clock she drives from the Lanier house 
to her stand, accompanied by a noisy band of 
drums and fifes. The band keeps up its music 
with great vigor from the beginning to the end of 
each afternoon’s tcoth-pulling performance. 

This afternoon fully three thousand people as- 
sem bied around the dentist. Some were there to 
have teeth extracted, some were there to have 
aches and pains of the body relieved, and a large 
number went merely as spectators. 

The negroes have been greatly excited by what 
they term the miraculous cures made by the vol- 
uble Frenchwoman. Sofme of them believe that 
she is an angel in disguise sent direct from heaven. 
Others think she is in partnership with the devil. 
One old gray-heaced fellow, commenting on the 
cures the dentist has recently wronght, said this 
siternoon that he was ‘“‘gwine home ter pray an’ 
t’ank de Lord dat de debil am chained an’ de mil- 
lengum am come.’’ 

At the performance this afternoon, the excite- 
ment of the negroes was rendered doubly intense 
by what seemed to bea really wonderfuleure. A 
negro woman, so badly disabled by disease 
that she had to be lifted into the 
carriage which serves the dentist and her male 
assistant as an oflice, was subjected to treatment. 
Some kind of fluid was rubbed about on her in 
spots, and immediately afterwards she jumped out 
of the carriage and walked off, followed by an im- 
mense crowd of chattering, wondering negroes. 

No charge is made for extracting teeth, but the 
Frenchwoman’s medicine has an imymense sale. 
To-day her receipts ran away up into the hundreds. 
When she leaves Macon she wiil carry a small 
fortune with her.

COLUMBIA, March 9.—[Special.}—Ilt is said by pr- 
fons, just from Washington City, c!aiming to bein 
porsession of such information as justifies them in 
spcaking with positiveness, that President Cleve 
Jand will, ¢s soon as he can, tarn out every federal 
office holderin Svuth Carolina, and supply his 
place wiih a Gemocrat. He will proceed on the 
sale presumption that to be a republican in South 
Carolina is to be opposed tothe wealth and intel- 
ligence of the state.
